Lady Astor, like Bernard Shaw, has the habit of saying startling things 
that mike people think, says the Winnipeg Tribune. In the recent election 
campaigu in Great Britain she struck a responsive chord in many minds 
when she said: 

“Tt is the 100 per cent. American and the out-and-out Englishman I 
fear, J think 100 per cent. citizens ought to be locked up. They are a danger 
to the world.” 

Everybody knows what a 100 percenter, or an out-and-outer, is. He is 
to be found in more or less substantial numbers in every country, although 
his favorite stamping ground is the North American continent. The 100 
percenter may be distinguished by several well-known characteristics. 

In the first place, he hails as a great moral principle the immoral 
aectrine embraced by the famous motto, “May my country be always right, 
but my country right ov wrong.’ This naturally scales down into ‘my 
state (or province), my city, my ward, my party’-—and, not infrequently, 
“myself.” In essence it is placing a nation, or a locality, or a group of 
persons associated together for some common cause, above every ethical 
or ‘moral judgment of mankind, above the sense of right or wrong. 

» Another -sign of the 100 percenter is a steudfast belief that everything 
that is American, or Canadian, or English, or Italian, is right, because it is 
American, or Canadian, or English, or Italian, The logical consequences of 
of such an obsession is that he cheapens his country's flag by dragging it in 
and flaunting it on every possible occasion. 

The 100 percenter is not all bad, of course. He merely fails to see tna 
patriotism is not the cause but the result of a sound and honorable national 
life. He is the victim of current standardization of thought which mant- 
fests itself in slogans and headlines. Not everyone would want to go as far 
as Lady Astor and have him locked up. Nevertheless he is a danger 
because his enthusiasm is rooted mainly in a mass of intolerances, And 
intolerance, as Lady Astor implied, is one great obstacle to civilized social 
progress, A 

And in civilized social progress lies the hope for the future peace of 
the world. If the American, the Canadian, the Englishman, the Italian | 
insist upon the acceptance of their particular national views, and intoler- 
antly refuse to sce any good or virtue in the views of others, what hope can 
there be of the nations drawing closer together? 

And if the 100 per cent. doctrine is sound and right, and the 100 
percenter is to have his way, what hope is there for the future of many |

nations of today? Take Canada as an example, If the 100 per cent. | 
Easterner adheres rigidly to his views, declares he alone 1s right, but! 


whether right or wrong, he will not budge from any position he has taken } 
on fiscal or other questions, and the 100 per cent. Westerner adopts the 
same attitude, what will be the outcome of the Canadian Confederation? 

Apply the same attitude of mind in Mnatters of race, language, religion, 
and government in Canada, and in each of the provinces of Canada, becomes 
an impossibility. The 100 percenter would wreck everything if he does nov | 
bave his own way. : 

All history proves that intolerance has been the cause of the world’s 
greatest sorrows, the underlying cause of its bloodiest wars, Intolerance of | 
race, intolerance of national customs, intolerance of religion, intolerance of 
social conditions, the 100 percenter in the ranks of employers and in trade

Retirement of Frederick Wensley, 
64, as chief of the intelligence divis- 
inn of Scotland Yard, has brought to 
an end a career which began in the 
Limehousee district and resulted in 
the solution of numerous murder and 
other mysteries. He came to know 
every nook in Chinatown and the 
East Ind, the anarchists’ haunts and 
dens of iniquity. With hawklike fea- 
tures, piercing eyes and bushy eye- 
brows, Wensley resembles Lord 
Reading, and really looks the part 
that novelists have assigned the de- 
tective. In real life his work often 
shamed the amateur exploits of his 
prototypes in fiction. Most of his 
murder mysteries were solved as he 
sat back in a big armchair in Scot- 
land Yard Building. He would sit for 
hours staring at the river while 
studying every angle of the case, and 
when he left that chair ,things be- 
gan to happen. 

Back in 1888, Wensley took part !n 
the famous Whitechapel hunt for 
“Jack the Ripper,’ who murdered 
many young girls. He shared in the 
Sydney Street siege when a group 
of murderers barricaded themselves 
in a house and fought a battalion of 
Scots Guards.

Fort William, Ont.—‘“It is a lot of 
nonsense,” declared Chief Justice 
Erown, chairman of the Saskatch- 
ewan Royal Grain Inquiry Commis- 
sion, when it was suggested that 
there might be difficulty in enforcing 
the regulation to come into effect in 
1930, prohibiting mixing in the three 
upper grades of wheat. 

He said that he would have the 
penalties made so severe that no 
one would ever do it again, if once 
caught at it. 

“T cannot,” he said, “imagine any- 
one taking the risk.” 

This statement occurred near the 
end of the examination of Ritchie 
MacCallum, manager of Pool  Ele- 
vator B, who was being asked his 
opinion as to how the new regula- 
tion would work. The witness had 
said that, from his point of view, it 
would create no difficulty, where- 
upon counsel urged that there would 
be considerable profits to be made 
by mixing the three higher grades 


; with lower ones should the elevators 


have a surplus of the higher. The 
witness said that might be profitable, 
but it was not a usual form of mix- 


| ing. 


Another statement made by Mr. 
MacCallum was that it would be a 
great advantage to have the board 
of appeal situated at Fort William 
and separated from the inspection 
department. It would speed up the 
decision on appeals, which all eman- 
ated here, by one or two days, and 
would create an important and un- 
biased board. 

Regarding the suggestion that one 
or more grades should be inserted 
between existing grades, in order to 
reduce the spreads, Mr. MacCallum 
said that, from an operator's stand- 
point, the change would be disad- 
vantageous. It would mean another 
grade to handle, making a greater 
call on bin space, which is mixed 
as it is. It might 
create a serious condition. 

Asked by counsel to state the ad- 
vantages that accrue to the elevator 
operator through mixing, Mr. Mac- 
Callum said that the primary object 
of every operator is to make some 
money. This was done in mixing by 
promoting the grades which is easier 
in low than in high grades. To get 
rid of tough and rejected grain, and 
to facilitate volume handling, as it 
gives more working space, with few- 
er bins tied up. 

He knew of no disadvantages to 
the operator, beyond the fact that 
there was more work involved and 
some worry as to making his mixe

A Root Disease Of Wheat 


“Take-AN" 


Does Considerable Dam- 
ie To Cereal Crops 

The disease called “Take-All" does 
considerable damage to cereal crops, 
particularly wheat. It also affects 
barley, and rye, to a slight degrec. 
According to Mr. EH. T. Gussow, the 
Dominion Botanist, in Circular 
17, of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, at Ottawa, tne disease at 
times appears in rather large 
patches. Young seedlings are fre- 
quently sericusly — blighted. The 
most chiaracteristic symptoms are 
seen as the plants reach the heading 
stage. They are distinctly shorter 
than normal plants and have a 
bleached appearance, The lower 
leaves are brownish and otkerwise 
discoloured. The heads contain 
shrunken almost worthless kernels.

When a wheat crop is severely at- 
tacked it is recominer.ded to follow 
the next year with oats or some 


other crop not subject to serious in 
fection, and to summer-fallow the 
field before again sowing wheat. [f 
the disease is prevalent it is advisea 
not to sow wheat as a first crop fol- 
lowing western rye grass or brome 
grass. In working out a rotation in 
areas where “take-all” is prevalent, 


it should be remembered that flax, 
sweet clover, corn, sunflower, and 
potatoes ure not attacked by this 


disease.

Describing the Horse | 


Information As Given Will Be Clear) 
To Driver Of Motor Car | 


The horse is an _  automative| 
animal, consisting of a body | 
mounted on four-brake legs, It has| 
three speeds forward; namely: the 
walk, the trot, and the gallop. The! 
Intermediate gear is not so popular! 
owing to the vibration. The horse 
may also go into reverse or stand 
still in neutral. 

The engine of the horse is in the 
centre of the body and the driver) 
sits on the hood. In the rear of the 
driver is room for a rumble seat, 
though this is not featured in the 
more recent models. The horse has 
a tail but no tail-light, thus distin- 
guishing it from a motor car, which 
has a tail light but no tail, 

It is always well before starting 


out on your horse to see that he 
has been fueled and has_ sufficient 
water in his radiator. There is no 


need to worry about oil, as he sup- 
plies his own lubrication. Tire 
trouble, when it occurs, usually re- 
sults from defects in the inner tub-| 
ing.

According to A, FE. Perkins, of the 
Ohio Agricultural Experiment  sta- 
tion, potatoes have a feed value 
nearly equal pound for pound to corn 
Silage.

| Centralized Stoves No More Impossi- 
ble Than Sending Music Around 
World 


While some, perhaps many, of the 
wonders prophesied for days to come 
may be far-fetched and foisted on a 
gullible public, all the amazing  tri- 
umps of the modern age were once 
in a similar case. Had anyone fore- 
told the coming of radio not so long 
ago, ridicule would have been his 
| portion. So the telephone was a 
miracle in its day, and the type- 
writer had to fight its way into uni- 
versal use. Who could have foreseen 
the place the automobile was destined 
to occupy from its first examples or, 
induced people to believe that white 
coal could be harnessed for the ser- 
vice of mankind. Now we are told 
that radio will bring light and power 
to our homes and industries and pro- 
vide heat as well. Centralized stoves 
instead of central heating plants are 
no more impossible than sending 
music round the world without vis- 
ible agency, 

Just one stove for the entire city 
and that raised 1,000 feet in the air, 
is the possibility announced by Paris, 
France. The scheme entails the es- 
| tablishment of wireless energy to be 
| sent from the top of the Hiffel Tow- 
er. In each house there would be set 
up a machine, like, yet unlike a 
radio, that would intercept the waves, 
| transform them into heat and be- 
come a radiator to warm the rooms. 
The proposed waves would be of 400 
to 500 volts in waves of two to three 
meters’ length. All that is needed is 
to place on the receiving posts a 
| filament that the wireless flow will 
raise to incandescence, and you will 
have your stove unit. Given enough 
} such filament units and you have 
your heating or cooking stove minus 
coal, oil, gas or wired electricity.
